S.O. 25(E).—Whereas the Aravalli Range is one 
of the ecologically vital areas for the environmental 
well-being of the country : 

And wheren: considerable adverse environmental 
impact has been caused in certain areas of the An- 
valli Range on account of inappropriate developmen¬ 
tal processes and operations including human settle¬ 
ments, mining and quarrying, deforestation, excessive 
grazing and uiiplanned colonisation : 

And whereas ecological revival and well-being of 
the said area in the Aravalli Range is necessary for 
the rehabilitation of the degraded eco-system, impro¬ 
vement of the w'ater-regimc and for the conservation 
of scarce and diminishing natural resources of the 
region; I 

And whereas the Aravalli Range is environmental¬ 
ly sensitive and the cco-sysleni in Curgaon District 
of Haryana and the Alwar Di.strict of Rajasthan is 
under imminent threat of damage ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1), and clause (v) of sub-section (2), 
of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 
1986 (29 of 1986). read with rule 5 of the Environ¬ 
ment (Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central Govem- 
mcn! hereby prohibits the carrying on of the following 
proecs.-es and operations, except with its prior per¬ 
mission, in the areas specified in the Table appended 
to this Notification;— 

(i) location of any industry; 

(ii) all mining operation ; 

(iii) cutting of trees ; 

(iv) grazing by cattle in all areas specified in item 

(iv) of the table. 

(v) construction of any clusters of dwelling units, 

farms bouses, sheds, community centres, in¬ 
formation centres and any other activity 
connected with such construction (includ¬ 
ing roads as part of any infrastructure re¬ 
lating thereto) ; 

(vi) electrification. 

2 . Any person who desires to undertake any of the 
abovementioned pioees.sc, or operations in die .said 
areas, shall submit an application to the Secretary, 
Ministry of Environment and Forests, New Delhi, in 
the attached application form (Annexurc-1) specify¬ 
ing, inter alia, details of the area and the proposed 
process or operation. He shall also furnish an Envi¬ 
ronment Impact Statement and an Environmental 
Management Plan along with the application and 
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such other information as may be required by the 
Central Government for considering the application. 


3. The Central Government in the Ministry of En- 
vii'onment and Forests shall, having regard to the 
guidelines issued by it from time to time for giving 
effect to the provisions of the said Act, grant permis¬ 
sion within a period of three months from the date of 
receipt of the application or where further informa¬ 
tion has been asked for from the appheant, within a 
period of three months from the date of the receipt 
of such information, or refuse permission within the 
.said time on the basis of the impact of the proposed 
process or operation on the environment in the said 
area. 

4. Any person interested in filing an objection aga¬ 
inst the proposed imposition of prohibition and res¬ 
trictions, may do sq in writing to the Secretary. 
Ministry of Environment and Forests, Paryavaran 
Bhavan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi, 
within 60 days from the date of publication of this 
notification in the Oflficial Gazette.
